ican capitalists to ask American in- 
vestors to lend money on British 
securities. 


The talk is that Britain holds 


about $9,000,000.000 worth of invest- 
ments in this hemisphere. A huge 
private corporation or finance com- 
pany would be formed to finance 
British purchases of American ma- 
terials and manufactured products. 
The British would pay for their de- 
fense orders in cash as provided by 
law, but the money would come 
from a large fund set up in behalf 
of British security owners who 
would-lend their money to the Bri- 
tish government for the purpose of 
making thue purchases. 


The finance corporation would 


mik that all the British securities 
be deposited as collateral for the 
loan. If at the end of 15 or 20 years 
the British didn't pay back the 
loan or if they didn't meet the an- 
nual sinking fund payments to be 
provided, then the collateral would 
become the property of the1 Amer- 
ican Finance corporation.

Since the securities in question 


are stocks and bonds of companies 
located in this country and in other 
parts of the western hemisphere, 
the citizens of the United States 
•would merely be lending money 
based on collateral much of which 
would be marketable en the stock 
exchanges.

Jonathan Daniels, contiibuling editor 


of the Nation and au'hor of "A Southern- 
er Discovers New England" has taken 
issue with Harold Ickes for h:;> attack on 
the 77 per cent of the press which op- 
posed President Roosevelt, and the third 
term, during the recent election. Mr. Dan- 
iels' own newspaper supported the Presi- 
dent for reelection, and what he has 
•written in his open letter to Mr. Ickes 
has been said over and over again by 
other writers, but is significant in that it 
is the work of a Roosevelt supporter, 
published in a liberal publication. 


Mr. Daniels writes: 


"You will pardon me, I hope. Mr. 


Secretary, if as one of the representa- 
tives of "the less than 23 per cent of 
our press' which supported the Presi- 
dent I respond to your request for 
comment on 'how the recent election 
established the popular confidence in 
the press that brings it the strength 
without which it cannot be free.' My 
comment is on the note of satisfac- 
tion I seemed to detect in yours. If 
we are moving in the direction of loss 
of freedom through loss of confidence, 
it seems tome that we should both be 
not satisfied but alarmed. 


"You may not agree, but I think 


newspapermen are as aware of the 
faults in the press as Cabinet members, 
ire. It is certainly no secret that there 
has seemed to be a loss of contact be- 
tween editorial pages and the earth 
and the people, that newspaper own- 
ers seem often to have clotted as a 
propertied class, that there has been

tome publishers about this freedom of 
the press. Some of them have talked 
as if they were preferred stockholders 
in the Bill of Rights. 


"Also I share your feeling that the 


77 per cent of the press which opposed 
Roosevelt was out of step in the 
country's march. But both you and I 
hive seen the press defeated in better 
causes, time after time. Bad as the 
newspapers are, it is remarkable1 in 
how many good causes they lose in lo- 
cal elections every year, in local fights 
against corruption 
and 
crookedness 


and the pushing around of little fel- 
lows by tough ones. Furthermore, not 
all the people-moving personalities

"There used to be, Mr. Secretary, 


a cynical rule among newspapermen: 
' never win a local election. There is 


still some sense in the rule. Winning 
can be bad business and not merely 
for the business office. A newspaper 
devoted to the support of city hall 
might not be quite so vigilant about 
•what goes on in city hall. There is 
some sense in the rule even as it rises 
above the city halls. 


"Furthermore, this 'power of the 


press' business is not as simple as 
carrying one election — or three of 
them. It is not at all certain who ex- 
ercises it. You are aware of remote 


- 
ownerships and controls. Give all dis- 
credit to reactionary publishers. Con- 
template the pressure of advertisers. 
A great danger still may come from 
the demand of the people to get the 
news they want to get. Far more dis- 
astrous than the showing in the recent 
election, I think, was the general im- 
pression given by our whole press in 
the past that Nazi Germany could not 
really fight a war. 
Publishers arc 


wicked and wrong-headed often. But 
reporters soon learn what stones will 
get a play. When stories get a play, 
the reporter gets a promotion. Some- 
times such btoncs support the office- 
understocd prejudices of the publish- 
er. Sometimes also they support the 
wishful-leading of 
the 
subscribers. 


The press may be most danserous 
when it responds to the wish of the 
readers to tell them what they want 
to hear. 


"Has the prc-v ]o«.t its pouei? Some- 


times the very danger of the pi ess 
seems to me to he in the dimensions 
to which its powc; has grown. You 
are not a man to be fighting a last- 
coughing corpse. No one in America 
has recognized that power more clear- 
ly than the officials of the New Deal. 
who have, properly I think, expand- 
ed the government's information sfr* 
vices beyond anything ever knovn be- 
fore. I was outvoted amons the edi- 
tors in the election.

per cent of them may have been v.-ronc 
in opposing the President. Lut. God 
bless us. Mr. Ickes. v.c car. be grate- 
ful for the fact that 100 per tent were 
not with him—i.-i new pa'.tcrr.s of 
unanimity on this earth. 


"Obviously, as you po.:-,t OM«, we 


have nothing to fear from the press 
if the people disregard r.. But never 
before in the history of the world 
has power been so preoccupied with 
the press. In a new age it may seem 
to be losing its old prestige and influ- 
ence. I don't think so. Neither do 
Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin, and the rest. 
And personally I would rather take 
my chances on the American press, 
even with the possibilities of Roy 
Howard baing crazy in ownership and 
Colonel McCormicic being wicked in 
possession, than on any other press 
in the world. I wish the press came 
nearer to perfection. I wish Mr. How- 
ard and Colonel McCorrnkk and all 
, tfce iittt* pyWiihen and editora Cm- 


eluding me) and reporters behind 
them were wiser. It styi is, I think, 
the first force for freedom in Ameri- 
ca. 
./•Pray for the press, Mr. Ickes. It 
needs it. I can understand your feel* 
ing that sometimes it needs a spank* 
ing too. But pray. It isn't all we 
want, but it is all we've got between 
us and darkness in this world." 
Mr. Daniels reference to the opinions 


of the press entertained by Hitler, Mus- 
solini, and Stalin is significant. It must 
be plain to all that there can b« no suc- 
cessful dictatorship, and the people can- 
not be crushed for long in a land where 
the press and the courts are free. That 
is an obvious point but fundamental. 
It 


should be noted that where Mr. Ickes 
would make a virtue of agreement be- 
tween elected officials and the press, Mr. 
Daniels sees a virtue in disagreement and 
discussion. No press has failed so miser- 
ably as that controlled by politicians, 
and there can be no freedom where there 
is compulsion for agreement. It is well 
for all of us to remember that few things 
are perfect. 
Our courts are open to cri- 


ticism in certain places but on the whole 
they approach the nearest to administer- 
ing justice of any in the world. Likewise 
the press with other American institu- 
tions has been open to criticism in some 
particulars, but for all that it is in gen- 
eral deserving of the same high rating as 
the courts. It is the freest and the best 
in the world today.

It may 
imply a subtlety upon the Ambassador's 
part, a purpose of aligning Mr. Roosevelt 
with himself.

the cudgels and by deed and action, as 
well as words, resolutely steers the Amer-

Mr. Kennedy is a much wiser man 


than Mr. Page, although the latter was a 
leading educator, a writer of parts and 
always occupied an influential position 
among the intelligensia. In comparison 
Mr. Kennedy is quite an ordinary man. 
Sometimes superior educations bring in 
their train a hopeless helter-skelter of 
idealistic demons and theoretical imps 
who build snow men and mud houses sure 
to go out with the next thaw. 


Mr. Kennedy is against our partici- 


pation because of its utter futility. They 
have been butchering in Europe and Asia 
since the dawn of time. Their promise 
to stop, if we would intervene, is worth- 
less. 
We must be resolute enough to 


maintain our position, certainly until a 
definite, ironclad fool-proof method can 
be devised and submitted to this coun- 
try, whereby a peaceful future for the 
world can be assured. 


Mr. Kennedy looks ahead a little bit

On the financial page recently was a 


seemingly unimportant announcement to 
the effect that the 
"Cuban 
American 


Manganese Corporation, 90 per cent owned 
subsidiary of Freeport Sulphur Company, 
declared a 50c-a-share dividend." 
But 


that 
quiet and inoffensive item told a 


story of effort and determination that 
is typical of the vigorous, intelligent races 
who work and plod and dig and experi- 
ment over years and years before they 
get results. 


The story of this manganese company 


goes back twenty-three years into the 
midst of World War No. 1 when our steel 
mills weie threatened with great loss, 
and certain inactivity, because of the dis- 
tance the indispensable manganese had 
to be hauled to get there. There was. 
manganese in Russia, Africa, India and 
some in Brazil, but the high seas were 
dangerous, the cost of transportation was 
high, and the perils of the trip were well 
known. 


Thereupon some American 
engineers 


scouted Cuba, found a low grade man- 
ganese and explored fast and furiously 
to see if production could be maintained, 
how much and how soon. It wasn't a case 
of some ponderous Wall Street magnate 
going out to pick up the pearls. It was 
the case of the Freeport Sulphur Com- 
pany, a concern located in Texas and di- 
rected by active, alert American minds. 
This company is owned by perhaps 50,000 
stockholders scattered all over our coun- 
try. 


Upon the report of their engineers, the 


company determined to make an invest- 
ment in Cuba. It not only found the de- 
posits, bought the lands, erected the ma- 
chinery and complied with numerous local 
laws, but it was forced to develop a proc- 
ess whereby this low grade manganese 
might be concentrated to the grade re- 
quired by our steel industry, The

Washington—As the tumult and the shouting 


over Willkie dies, it might be well to turn the 
spotlight back to another Republican who twice 
has been on the very threshold of the GOP 
nomination, and who with the opening of con* 
gress will join a very select group In the United 
States senate. 


He is Senator Arthur Vandenberg of Michi- 


gan, one of the toughest free-for-all-fighters in 
the senate, who on January 3 begins his third 
consecutive term. To serve three senate terms 
may seem commonplace to a public which re- 
members the long records of Borah. Ashurst, 
Smith, and Norris. But the fact is that while 
many of the Democrats now in the senate have 
served three or more terms, the past decade has 
seen so many thumping Democratic majorities 
:hat only six Republicans can boast that dis- 
tinction. Vandenberg is one of them. 


Unquestionably he became an "elder states- 


man" only by the skin of his teeth. But he got 
there. And the chances are that after four more 
stormy years, the senator from Michigan still 
will be promising and perennial presidential 
timber. 
TOUGH ELECTIONS 


Vandenberg was first appointed to fill a sen- 


ate vacancy in 1928. Reelection was easy, but 
hereafter he had to fight the heaviest kind of 
odds. 


When he next came up in 1934 he faced the 


orrential New Deal vote which decimated the 
10P in congress. Vandenberg thought he was 
a sure goner. But by not attacking the New 
)eal (a maneuver which privately enraged na- 
ional Republican headquarters), Vandenberg 
.kinned through by a margin of 53,000 out of 
more than 1,200,000 votes cast. 


This year also the odds were against Vanden- 


>erg's election. He had a strong isolationist rec- 
rd. the powerful auto workers were after his 
calp, the Michigan GOP regime was a national 
okc, and Roosevelt himself headed the Demo- 
ratic ticket. It looked as if Vandenberg's goose 
vas cooked. 
But although the Republican governor was 
oundly trounced and Willkie squeaked through 
iy a still-disputed count of 6,926 out of more 
han 2,000,000 votes, Vandenberg emerged tri- 
mphant with the impressive majority of-113,- 
64. This is a truly remarkable achievement. 
944 WHITE HOPE 
To many of his friends, Senator Vandenberg's 
e-election has revived presidential hopes for 
944. 
If he does throw his hat in that ring, it will be 


us third try. In 1936 and even more so this year, 
/an was a serious contender. Furthermore there 
re plenty of politicians who will argue that he 
vould have made a much stronger candidate 
han either Landon or Willkie. 
Whether Vandenberg will be in the running 
y the time 1944 rolls around is conjectural, 
'our years is a long time in politics. But one 
hing is certain: the name of Vandenberg will 
ppear often and prominently in the list of 
op-rung Republican possibilities. 
He has the faculty of coming up from behind 
nd winning in the final stretch. Also, he has 
11 the external requirements of a standard- 
bearer. 


Four years ago at Cleveland Vandenberg 
ould have had the vice presidential nomination 
n a silver platter. At Philadelphia this year he 
nally threw the Michigan delegation to Will- 
ie, which started the bandwagon rush that put 
ftllkie over the top. So, given the right breaks, 
Vandenberg might make the grade in 1944. 
LDER STATESMAN 
There was a period during his first years In 
le senate when Vandenberg took no popularity 
rizes among his veteran party colleagues. The 
oung Michigander was piqued at the way sen- 
te leaders disregarded the younger members, 
nd organized a group of them in order to make 
icir influence better felt in the inner councils. 
This didn't sit well with Republican veterans 
nd Vandenberg got hazed for his pains; espe- 
ially by the razor-tongued George Moses of 
'ew Hampshire, who derisively labeled him 
he "Young Turk.1

Several years later, Vandenberg fanned up 
ome more resentment when the word got 
round that he was secretly gunning for Sena- 
or Charles McNary's scalp as floor leader. This 
as patched up, however, and today, next to 
IcNary, Vandenberg is the biggest-name Re- 
ublican in the senate. Also,-since the death of 
Jorah and the decline of the aged Hiram John- 
son. Vandenberg is the only real orator on the 
GOP side. 


His oratory is inclined to be florid, probably 


a reflection of his many years as an editorial 
writer in Grand Rapids before he came to the 
senate. But his forthright presence, his resound- 
ing voice and flow of language make him one of 
the ablest debaters, and the most effective 
spokesman of isolation, in the senate. 


While it was the break of the Michigan dele- 


gation that turned the tide for Willkie at Phila- 
delphia, the candidate and Vandenberg were 
not overly cordial during the recent campaign. 


Except for their common hostility toward the 


New Deal, the two men had little in common. 
Strongly isolationist, Vandenberg vigorously 
disapproved of Willkie's foreign views and made 
several attempts to argue the matter with him. 


But Willkic dodged these attempts to convert 


him: and once, when he came to Washington 
after his nomination, failed to show up at an 
appointment. On another occasion he did not an- 
swer one of Vandenberg's letters for weeks. 
Naturally, this did not- improve relations be- 
tween them. 


However, Vandenberg went loyally down the 


line for the party standard bearer and made 
several effective speeches.for him. 


The personal coolness between Vandenberg 


and Willkie was not an exceptional case within 
the GOP. It was the rule. Willkie was on cordial 
terms with few Republican leaders, as exempli- 
fied by the remark of Representative Clare 
Hoffman, another Michigan Republican. "When 
Willkie was nominated." said Hoffman, "I wired 
Ernie Weir and Tom .Girdler: "You nominated 
him, now you elect him.'" 


It is this anli-Willkie sentiment among many 


Republican leaders, plus the fact that Vanden- 
berg is now set to occupy the senate spotlight 
more prominently than ever before, which 
makes him once again worth watching as the 
Republicans start to build for 1944.

Granting 
that South did not like clubs, it 
was far better for him "to get out 
from under" at an early s-trpe, and 
before the 
opponents started 
to 


double, than to experiment further. 


As to West's bidding, most players 


would be unable to restrain them- 
selves from doubling two hearts, but 
West gauged his opponents correct- 
ly and was willing to wager that a 
two heart bid would be followed 
by another bid from North. Prob- 
ably, had he doubled, North would 
have bid only two spades to show a 
preference, and the defenders could 
not have defeated that contract as 
badly as they did two no trump. 


East cooperated very nicely by 


opening the nine of hearts, and the 
slaughter was terrific, declarer hav- 
ing to content himself with two 
tricks in spades and one each in 
diamonds and clubs.

Even in 1918, however, the high 


army officials scoffed at psychol- 
ogy, and it was only by dint of 
much argument by Walter Dill 
Scott and others that the army 
leaders were persuaded to give it a 
trial. 


The famous Army Alpha intelli 


gence test soon resulted and the 
Scott man-to-man rating scales and 
other personnel techniques were 
devised. 


Now the army is clamoring for 


psychologists, and private industry 
has a personnel department in al- 
most every company. 


The slowness in the development 


of applied psychology was due to 
our paying attention to everything 
else except ourselves. We studied 
the stars, minerals, microbes 'and 
geological strata, but forgot man 
himself. 


Indeed, we didn't have a com- 


plete definition of the ordinary 
business sales transaction until the 
year 1911 A. D.. though selling has 
been the bedrock of civilization. 


But psychology has been zooming 


since 1918. This newspaper, though. 
is still 
ahead of many colleges 


which haven't yet wakened to real- 
ity and therefore to psychology.

During the present century, facts 


of great importance 
have been 


learned about vitamins.

Milk has the special value of 
supplying tooth-building 
material 


to the body. • 


When a tooth decays beyond a 


certain point, a dentist may decide 
that the nerve must be killed. This 
is a step he does not like to take 
since a dead nerve almost always 
means an abscess at a later time. 


Some dentists have told me that 


they would rather pull out a tooth 
than kill the nerve. They feared 
that an abscess might form later at 
the end of the tooth root and hurt 
the patients' health. 


Those dentists spoke, however 


before they knew about what seems 
to be one of the great tooth discov- 
eries of modern times. They did not 
know any really good way to cure 
an abscess without pulling out the 
tooth. 


Now there is news in the world 


of dentistry. A New York dentist. 
Dr. Fred R. Adams, has found a way 
to cure many abscesses, if not all 
with a certain drug. 


The drug is called "sulphanila- 


rnide." This drug was known in a 
slight way 32 years ago, but 
its 


great .powers of curing have been 
made plain only during the past 
few years. Its value in curing tooth 
abscesses was announced at a meet 
ing of dentists in Philadelphia the 
past February, when Dr. Adams 
read a paper on the subject. 


Before telling of his discovery 


Dr. Adams made tests on a number 
of his patients who suffered with 
abscessed teeth. He found that a 
hot six per cent solution of sul 
phanilamide would clear up an ab 
sceess. Usually it was cleared after 
one injection of the solution, but in 
a few cases two or three treatments 
were needed. Bone later grew in 
the space where the abscess was 
cleared up. 


Dr. Adams' method has been de- 


scribed in the magazine, "Dental 
Items of Interest." It may lead to 
a day when dentists will seldom 
pull out second teeth. If the abscess, 
danger can be offset, there is little, 
if any. reason to take one of our 
second teeth away from us.
